1. Promoting the sharing and exchange of ideas, ADPE 
techniques, ADP systems, applications, and programs among ADP 
Managers /Users . 

2. Promoting the professional development of ADP 
personnel and enhancing the understanding of ADP, with a 
view towards improving the use and management of Federal 
ADP Resources . 

3. Promoting the development of closer relationships 
and better communication among ADP installations. 

4. Promoting a better understanding of ADP policies 
and guidelines as promulgated by the Central Management 
Agencies (0MB Circular A- 71). 

I'm sure you would agree that the purpose and objectives 
are sound. How does FADPUG proceed to accomplish its purpose? 
Several vehicles are used to include general membership 
meetings, special interest group seminars, and the 
distribution of literature.
